On the heels of last week’s announcement by 
Hamptons Police of the need for activities for 
their idle officers during these slow months 
on the East End comes the unveiling of a new 
initiative, originated by the police themselves, 


intended to alleviate the problem. Called . 


“Alternative Cases,” the initiative involves the 
top brass in the department inventing cases 
out of thin air and then assigning units to 
work on them, as if they were real. Hamptons 
Police department spokesman Larry Hirsch 
explained the process during a recent press 
availability. “Okay, so say there’s a Montauk 
unit that’s just sitting around twiddling their 
thumbs. Instead of just letting these guys sit 
around and get fat eating donuts, the sergeant 
can go to the Alternative Case file and send the 
cops off to investigate something completely 
fictitious.” Asked for an illustration of the type 
of invented cases that might be found in the 
Alternative Case file, Hirsch cited some recent 
examples. “Just the other day we sent a group 
of officers down to investigate differing reports 
of crowd sizes at a high school basketball 
game. There weren’t any differing reports, and 


certainly no controversy, but the police were 
staying busy and keeping their investigative 
chops up while looking into it. We also had 
them investigate invented incidents of large- 
scale voter fraud pertaining to student council 
elections in local middle schools. It was all a 
complete fabrication, but they gained valuable 
experience checking into it. Most importantly, 
they weren’t just sitting around headquarters 
waiting for the phone to ring.” So far, according 
to Hirsch, the Hamptons Police has completed 
seven investigations from the Alternative Case 
file, and that’s just in the first week. “This 


. program is already a resounding success. Now 


all we ask of the public is to play along a little— 
use your imagination. If a Hamptons Police 
officer approaches you to question you about 
a car accident that didn’t actually happen or 
something like that, don’t immediately conclude 
that he’s off his rocker. Give him some sort of 
plausible account of what he’s asking about— 
remember, we’re just trying to keep these guys 
from getting rusty over the winter. Thanks.” 


BEWARE UNLICENSED CIRCUSES 

Police have issued a warning to residents in 
response to rumors of an unlicensed circus 
coming through the area. “A certain Mr. Kite, 
who is not known to police, apparently plans 
a circus involving trampolines, horses, hoops 
and garters, plus a hogshead of real fire,” 
said police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Dancing 
horses and acrobatics are also in the mix. None 
of this has been approved, and it could be very 
dangerous. We urge residents to stay away.” &&

Power to the People 


Windmill Farm off Montauk Will Be Second in the Country 


BY DAN RATTINER 


wo weeks ago, the Long Island Power 
Authority (LIPA) signed a contract with 
a company called Deepwater Wind to 
construct 15 windmills in the sea 35 miles 
offshore of Montauk to provide wind power to 
the Hamptons. Three or four years from 
now, these windmills (or turbines, as they 
are also called) will create electricity, bring it 
ashore by underwater cable at a landing point 
in Napeague and then underground to the 
East Hampton power station on Race Lane. 
The power thus created by the offshore wind 
will be enough to light and power an estimated 
50,000 homes—which at the present time is just 
about the total number of homes here. 

When the electricity arrives, LIPA will buy 
it from Deepwater Wind at the same prices 
they now pay to solar panel and other 
environmentally friendly power producers. 
The net result, expected to begin in 2020, will 
be power at costs not much different from 


_ what we pay now from those sources. 


Deepwater Wind, last December, threw a 
switch that started windmills turning at the 
first ocean wind farm in America. It was a 
smaller project. Only five windmills. And it 
was visible from land, 3.3 miles southeast off 
Block Island, the little island off Montauk. That 
windmill project will enable Block Islanders 
to shut down the diesel power plant on the 
island and, with their smaller population, 
use the electricity from the wind to power 
the island. The electricity left over goes by 
underwater cable to a beach in Narragansett, 
Rhode Island, to provide electricity to a good 
part of Rhode Island. 

Wind power from windmills is now being 
proposed for the ocean off Long Island and 
New England by half a dozen companies, 
some American, like Deepwater Wind, and 
some foreign—for example Dong Energy from 
Denmark, StatOil from Norway, and Iberdrola 
from Spain. The interest in our particular 
patch of ocean is that the waters are shallow 


and the winds are strong. Deepwater Wind 
leases sites from the federal government and 
must get the sign-off of the Bureau of Ocean 
Energy Management. Other companies do, too. 
StatOil has just won a bidding war to lease 
79,000 acres of ocean off Jones Beach. Deepwater 
Wind currently leases enough of the ocean 
south of Montauk to build 200 turbines. That 
could power 2 million homes, just by Deepwater 
Wind alone. 

If you think this is an answer to our prayers 
when it comes to global warming, you are 
probably right. But wait a minute. 

We will have to contend with President 
Trump. We all know that, before he 
became President, he threatened to pull his 
golf course development out of Scotland if 
the offshore windmills planned for 
construction were within sight of his golfers. 
He went to court, fought it tooth and nail all the 
way up to the UK Supreme Court where, finally, 
he still lost. 

Fact is these wind (Continued on next page) 
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projects are privately owned, and the Federal 
Bureau of Ocean Energy Management still 
has to give its final approval. America 
owns the waters that extend all those miles 
offshore, it claims. And this isn’t going to 
help any coal miners or well drillers in 
Trump’s America. 

It will help the steel industry, however. These 
windmills are made of steel. American steel? 
Maybe, maybe not. The Rhode Island windmills, 
are already ordered and in place, are Alstom 
Group Hallade 1506 MW machines. Alstom is a 
French company. However, the energy division 
was sold three years ago to GE, the AMERICAN 
company with its headquarters in Boston. SO 
IT’S OKAY! 

And now, of course, I know the BIG question 
on all your minds. It’s the same question that 
was bugging Trump in Scotland. Can the folks 
sitting in deck chairs on a dune in Montauk see 
these contraptions marring the horizon out in 
the Atlantic? 

Well, it’s a clear shot and it comes down to 
the curvature of the earth and what’s-what far 
away. There’s an actual mathematical formula 
that can be used for this. A friend of mine told 
me he Googled it, printed it out and then did 
the math. 

If the windmills are the same as the ones off 
Block Island, then they will be nearly 600 feet 
tall. They will stand on steel platforms rising 
above the ocean to be clear of the sea. If you 
add the dune and the platform and sit in a deck 


chair, you probably will not see them. Reports — 


in The New York Times and Wall Street Journal 
have said you will not be able to see them from 
land in Montauk. But, he asked me, what if 
you stand up and are six feet off the ground 
(could have to be on tiptoe), is there a chance 
you might actually see the tops of the tips of 
these windmills? 

Of course, there are other considerations. 
At 35 miles off, most of the time, the general 
atmospheric mist over the ocean will blot out 
your view of this horizon. Fog will do it, rain 
will do it, too much carbon dioxide or jet fuel 
hovering low will do it. On the other hand, 
my friend asks, if there is a particular kind of 
cloud inversion at the horizon and it is a clear, 
sparkling, bright sunny day, who knows? 

Here is the link to this website that can 
allow you to make this calculation for yourself: 
ringbell.co.uk/info/hdist.htm. 

There is something else to considerhe 
says. It’s the propeller blades. If one of the 
three blades comes to a halt sticking straight 
up- when the wind dies, you'll need to add 
that to the total height. On the other hand, 
these propellers are very skinny. Is it really 
possible to see something that thin sticking up 
35 miles off? 

Well, let’s move on. What do these windmills 
out in the ocean mean for the fish? Or for the 
birds? Or the endangered fish or birds? Or 
for the fishing boat captains who might have 
had too much to drink and it’s foggy anyway? 
Potential Perils abound. No doubt about it. 

And what about, when the cables come up 


on the beach and you step on one? You get 
electrocuted? No. They thought of that and will 
cover them up. 

Finally, there is the fact that this is maybe 
too little too late, this little patch of windmills 
in the ocean off Montauk. Gas, oil and coal 
continue to be burned worldwide in staggering 
amounts. The seas are rising. I just read 
that a piece of the Larsen Glacier is starting 
to separate itself from Antarctica. When it 
floats off and melts—this could happen 
tomorrow—just that alone will raise the 
sea level around the world in one pop, sure 
as shootin,’ the same way the liquid in a 
glass rises up when you plop an ice cube 
into it. What happens when the seas rise 
10 feet? Will the seas swallow the windmills? 
Will those remaining now be LESS visible from 
shore because sea level is higher? Finally, 
there is the matter of the more than two 
dozen wood-shingled early 19th century 
windmills that have been preserved and 
now sit heroically on hills and in public 
greens all around the Hamptons, the North 
Fork, Block Island, Cape Cod, Nantucket and 
Martha’s Vineyard. 

When we put white canvas sails on all their 
blades in the summertime and these propellers 
on these ocean windmills begin pushing a brisk 
wind toward shore—would the blades of our 
windmills respond to their high-tech cousins at 
sea in a harmonious way, making even MORE 
wind power? 

Now wouldn’t that be something? g& 
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Tree House Begone! 


If You Want to Build One, Read the Rules & Get a Permit

woman named Jean Kerr wrote a book that 

became famous years ago called Please 
Don’t Eat the Daisies. That phrase became a 
national slogan for a while, confirming the fact 
that, as time goes by, bureaucrats find more 
and more things going on to write laws about 
that hadn’t been written about before. In the 
book, a two-year-old child wanders onto the 
grass in a park and eats a daisy. Two weeks 
later a small sign is up. It reads “Please Don’t 
Eat the Daisies.” 

I bring this up because when my kids were 
little here in the Hamptons, I built them a tree 
house in our back yard. There were no rules 

-and regulations about tree houses then. | put 

a platform and a peaked roof up there with a 
ladder stairs nailed into the tree. The town had 
no problem with that. I also wanted to place 
a small a gazebo at the top of the property. 
We live on a hillside with a great view. But 
it turned out that just before | hoped to do 
that, the town had passed laws prohibiting 
gazebos without a permit. Even if they were 
free-standing and moveable, you couldn't build 
them without one. 

I was startled by that, and, determined to do 
something to allow people to enjoy.the view, 


thought of something else that would work that 
might escape the town’s attention. More about 
that later. 

Now, it turns out, the Town, scr ually East 
Hampton Village, has laws about tree houses. 


Mariska Hargitay, the well known star of the’ 


TV show Law and Order: SVU, has one in 
her backyard. She and her husband, Peter 
Hermann, are now raising kids on this property 
on Cottage Avenue. - 

The existence of the tree house came to 
the attention of the Village Board because the 
couple wanted to get zoning variance approval 
for some other structures in their backyard, the 
East Hampton Star reports. 

Their lawyer, Michael Hammer, commenting 
on the tree house when: it was challenged, 
said he thought it was very unlikely the couple 
would have known there were laws pertaining 
to tree houses. But, of course, ignorance of a 
law is no excuse. 

The tree house was denied a permit. In 
denying it, Frank Newbold, the chairman of 
the Zoning Board of Appeals, noted that the 
tree house is just 7.2 feet away from a small 
apartment on a neighbor’s property. It was 


_ therefore in violation of the pyramid law. And 


it had a ceiling height greater than 14 feet, the 
maximum allowed for a tree house. 


He also noted that, although there were 
not many other trees in the backyard, there 
was at least one tree that he felt could legally 
accommodate a tree house, provided, of course, 
that the ceiling were lowered. 

Another Board member, Lys Marigold, noted 
that, in the plan, you could look through 
the window of another accessory structure 
already built and see there were two beds in 
it. Accessory structures, such as toolsheds, art 
studios and now tree houses, are not permitted 
to be slept in. 

“Remind your clients of what’s in their C.O.” 
she told Mr. Hammer. 

I’ve been thinking of what new tree house 
regulations might lie down the road. Here’s 
what I have come up with: 

Tree houses must be no larger than the 
cubic feet of the eldest child who will be using 
it. (Thus, you could build small and add on as 
they grow.) 

The roof of all tree houses must be built with 
birdfeeders atop their roofs. This would make 
up for the intrusion in the part of the tree that 
birds ordinarily would call theirs and help save 
endangered species. 

No tree shall be damaged in any way by the 
building of a tree house. No nails, no screws, no 
boughs sawn off. Tree (Continued on next page) 
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houses can be set into the boughs of a tree with 
hooks or clamps. But the clamps must not be 
too tight. That would hurt the tree. 

The platform floor of a tree house must be 
built no higher than twice the height of the 
youngest child who intends to use it. (Again, as 
the kids grow, the tree house can be jacked up.) 

If access to a tree house is to be by rope only, 
the thickness of the rope must be no less than 
1/10 the circumference waist measurement of 
the youngest child using it. 

The interior ceilings of all tree houses must 
be covered with padding so those visiting do 
not bang their heads. 


The platform floor of a tree house 
must not be built higher than twice 
the height of the youngest child who 
intends to use it. 


All tree houses must be equipped with 
approved shock absorbers to soften the 
swaying caused by the wind. They also must 
have railings all around. 

Tree houses, because they are allowed to be 
built with less permanent materials, are given 
certificate of occupancies good for only one 
year. An annual tree house inspection can lead 
to a re-issue. 

All tree houses must be equipped with interior 
surveillance cameras so that no hanky—panky 


sort of behavior can go on there, particularly 
by consenting adults after the kids are asleep. 
Copies of surveillance tape must be presented 
to the Village weekly. 

Dogs are not permitted in tree houses. Cats 
are permitted, but not encouraged. 

And please don’t eat the daisies.

Okay, so here’s what happened with my tree 


house. It lasted two summers and my four kids - 


loved it while it was there. 

In August of the second summer, however, 
this was in 1992, a tornado ripped through the 
eastern end of Long Island. This is the only 
tornado that ever came through the East End 
in my lifetime, that | know of, although it was 
later downgraded to a “water spout” by an 
unconvinced weather service. 

The tornado apparently. birthed in the 
Connecticut Valley around midnight, crossed 
over Long Island Sound, gathered steam and 
made a powerful new landfall onto the property 
of the Three Mile Harbor Marina across from 
my house, ripping the corrugated roof of one 
of the big buildings there completely off and 
it was gone and never found. It also tore off 
the top of my chimney, then took up my tree 
house and flew off with it. We never saw it 
again. The tornado made another landfall in 
Bridgehampton just west of the monument, 
roared up Main Street heading west, knocked 
down trees, destroyed the glass enclosed annex 


building of Thayer Hardware and then lifted off 
just 100 yards shy of where the Dan’s Papers 
office was on Main Street at that time, just west 
of Butter and Halsey Lane. 

I decided not to rebuild the tree house.

Instead of my proposed gazebo, I had a 
contractor dig a small 10-foot-long notch in the 
hillside near the top of the hill and build, or 
apparently “uncover” a small stone wall that — 
seems to have been underground there. One 
flat stone in this wall sticks out far enough so . 
two or three people could sit upon it. 

That “ruin” (with its stone seat) remains 
there to this day. Nothing the Town can do 
about it. But we don’t sit on it. The first sunny 
day I went up there to. sit and contemplate the 
view, I found that a garden snake had beat me 
too it. | crept back down to the house and never 
sat up there again. 

Since then, walking around on the hill, I’ve 
noticed that the garden snakes now think this 
stone seat was built for them—I think they are a 
family—and so bask there. I think it is legal for a 
snake family to bask there. As long as they don’t 
exceed occupancy limits. #&

Now Enter the 2017 Dan’s Papers Literary Prize for Nonfiction

_ast Thursday at noon in Southampton, [ 

4 went out the front door of the office of Dan’s 
Papers, took out my pistol and fired a shot in 
the air. 

Thus the sixth year of the Dan’s Papers 
Literary Prize for Nonfiction opened for entries. 
Not with a whimper but a bang, as some author 
might have written. And not with an act of 
nonfiction, since my firing that shot in the air is 
fiction. A metaphor, if you like. Never happened. 

The race is on. Authors from around the 
world will try their hand at winning one of the 
12 prizes awarded at the John Drew Theater 
_at Guild Hall of East Hampton on August 31. 
In the first five years, thousands of people 
have entered. And that’s not fiction. Entries 
have to be between 600 and 1,500 words and 
meaningfully mention eastern Long Island. Six 
judges read the entries and rate them. First 
prize gets a trophy and $5,000. There is also an 
Emerging Young Writers Prize, which authors 
under 25 may enter, and that winner gets 
$3,000. In each competition, two runners up 
get $500 apiece and three others are awarded 
Judges Choice awards. 

We have had a wonderful time running this 
competition, and we’ve had help from many 
in this community to make this happen, to 
encourage writing, to find, perhaps, the next 
Robert Caro—who is one of the best writers 
of nonfiction living today. Caro has won two 


Pulitzer Prizes, for biographies of Robert Moses 
and Lyndon Johnson. He lives in East Hampton 
and made the keynote speech at our first 
awards ceremony, and spoke again last summer 
for the presentation of the Emerging Young 
Writers Prize. 

One year, Jefferson Lecture honoree Walter 
Isaacson, the Ben Franklin and Steven Jobs 
biographer, gave the keynote speech wearing 
the dusty uniform from the annual Artist- 
Writers softball game. He left that game in the 
eighth inning to get to us on time. The award 
ceremony is at one end of town, the ball game 
at the other. The mayor had a police car take 
him over. 

Another year, the late National Book Award 
winner E.L. Doctorow gave the keynote. 
Another year Carl Bernstein, a Pulitzer Prize 
winner for his work covering Watergate did; 
another year it was cartoonist Jules Feiffer—an 
Oscar and Pulitzer Prize winner—and National 
Book Award winner Tom Wolfe, who, by the 
way, wore his handsome white linen suit and 
carried a wooden cane with a wolf carved into 
its handle. 

Among those giving out awards have been 
Len Riggio, the Chairman of Barnes & Noble 
(the major sponsor of this event) and the 
late author Barbara Goldsmith. Winners were 
read by media personalities—Emmy winner 
Pia Lindstrom, Emmy winner Dick Cavett and 
Oscar-winning actor Mercedes Ruehl. 

The Hamptons International Film Festival 


(HIFF) has helped the awards ceremony. So 
has the Perlman Music Program on Shelter 
Island. Caroline Doctorow performed for us 
one year. A Peter Maxx painting provided the 
stage backdrop for the awards ceremony. Alec 
Baldwin, among others, has made donations 
to the prize. We’ve even awarded a scholarship 
for a student at the Stony Brook University 
English Department. os 

The essays were rated from one to five. Five is 
the best, one is not-so-good. One year, we had 
a dead heat for the grand prize, right down to 
the thousandth of a point. As I have declared 
myself “referee” of this competition, | decided 
to call Len Riggio at his office. He was one of the 
judges that year. | thought it would be fair to 
let him decide who won. He remembered both 
entries. He hesitated for a while, then told me 
which he’d liked best. 

“I thought that one, too,” I said. 

It’s $4,500 difference between the $5,000 first 
prize and the $500 second prize. 

People have asked me which essays | liked over 
all these years. A referee doesn’t vote, but there 
are several | recall that stand out in my mind. 
We've had history, autobiography, memoir, 
fishing stories, nature stories, reminiscences 
and surfing reports, but I liked the funny ones. 
By the way, one of the following did not win a 
prize, and the other won a runner-up prize. 

The first one was written by Fran Castan. 
She and her husband are residents of Mecox 
and have visited the (Continued on next page) 
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East End for over 40 years. They remember the 
old days. 

On this particular occasion, the Castans were 
visiting a nearby couple for sunset when the 
husband suggested they take his little Boston 
Whaler out for a gentle ride in the bay. Half 
an hour out, as the sun was near the horizon, 
their engine conked out. They paddled a little 
and then decided to just tie up at the nearest 
dock on the other side of the bay and ask the 
owner of that house to call a taxi to take them 
home. They’d pick up the boat later. They were 
barefoot and without wallets or cell phones. 

“We approached a house with six separate 
entrances, resembling those in a row of 
townhouses. Four sports cars were placed like 
compass points on a circular driveway. ‘Oh 
good, someone must be home.’ 

“I suggested we call out, so as not to surprise 
anyone, especially a dog. ‘Hell-oo0-o00.’ 
Through a screen door we saw a plush, but 
empty, sitting room.

This Week’s Cover Artist: Frank Sofo

_Sofo doesn’t just mean 
“South Fork!” East Hampton 
based artist, author and 
illustrator Frank Sofo, who 
has exhibited extensively 
across the East End and is 
involved with many East 
End arts organizations, 
makes sure of that. This 
week’s cover _artist’s 
Impressionist style of 
artwork is unmistakable. Clearly influenced 
and inspired by the likes of Van Gogh (see his 
rendition of “Bedroom is Arles” with Veronica 
the cat napping on the floor), Monet and Manet, 
Sofo emulates these masters’ bright and vibrant 
paintings, deftly capturing his image in that 
almost-blurry, detail-less Impressionist manner 
while using bold colors to kick the work into 
life. We recently talked to Sofo, not only about 
his fine art work, but also about the children’s 
books he has written and illustrated and about 
his advice for aspiring artists. 


Could you begin by talking a little bit about 
your inspiration for this particular piece? 

I love the summer season out here, most of 
my paintings reflect that. | don’t paint too many 
winter scenes, but I’m a big Rangers hockey fan, 
and played hockey. This painting is the town 
pond on a snowy day. | didn’t put myself in the 
picture, but was there that day skating. 


Without giving away any secrets, is there a 
particular place on the East End you go to get 
inspiration for your work? 

The beaches. 


You have also illustrated (and written!) several 
children’s books. What do you enjoy most 
about children’s book illustration? 

Before I turned to fine art painting I was an 
illustrator of children’s books, including several 
covers for Nancy Drew Mystery Stories and The 
Hardy Boys series. The last several years | 
decided to write and illustrate my own books. 
So far I have illustrated four children’s books, 
and am presently working on a new one. 


How different is the process between, say, a 


landscape painting and an illustration for a 
children’s book? 

They’re very different. My landscapes are 
more spontaneous and are often done en plein 
air style. The illustrations are much more 
difficult, requiring preparation, planning and 
time, but they are, nonetheless, rewarding. 


If you could have created any one piece of art 
from history, what would it be? 

Tough question, but since I love the 
Impressionists I could see myself painting along 
side Van Gogh or Monet. I love that period, even 
the way people dressed. 

Do you have any advice for aspiring artists? 

Well, yes. Learn from the great artists; 


don’t wait to be inspired; paint and draw 


daily. The inspiration comes from the 
process of doing it. Be passionate and 
never give up. Don’t let the judgment of 
others stop you, and never 
judge yourself.

It’s Never Too Late to Teach a Dog a New Trick

A s January turns to February we’re getting closer 
to summer. Okay, spring isn’t too far away, at 
least. Soon company will come, hungry to share the 
East End’s fresh air and miles of traffic, err, beaches. 
Remember, they’re not only visiting you, but also 
your furry little troublemaker—your leash puller, 
jumper, or losés-his-mind-when-the-doorbell-rings’r. 
If that sounds like your pup, now is as good a time as 
any to consider some professional training. Come to 
think of it, it’s never too late to teach your dog, even 
an old one, new tricks. : 

Luckily the East End offers a plethora of 
opportunities for professional dog training. ARF in 
Wainscott presents classes for dogs of every age,. 
from basic obedience and therapy prep classes to 
scent work and tracking classes. Matthew Posnick, 
a trainer and instructor at ARF, says that seeking 
professional help is always a good idea, if only to get 
a few pointers. “Trainers quickly spot problems and 


can save lots of time in both the learning process and . 


the unlearning of bad training habits,” he says. 

And training doesn’t only benefit your best canine 
friend. “Training is a great bonding experience,” says 
Marianne Carrano Deszcz, owner of Houndstown 
in Port Jefferson. “You work together as a team. It 
isn’t the owner being irritated all the time and the 
dog being confused. You learn to speak each other’s 
language. It takes commitment, but it’s gratifying 
when you and your dog finally ‘get’ each other.” 

It’s important to seek professional help as there is 


no: one-size-fits-all, step-by-step 
process to dog training. While 
consideration of breed and size 
are not crucial to most basic 
training programs, it should be 
accounted for in some instances, 
as there are always variations. 
“Herding dogs will respond 
differently to movements than, 
say, terriers,” Posnick explains. 
“Care must be taken when 
teaching smaller breeds to walk 
on a leash in order to keep them 


from getting underfoot. Huskies _ Sit, Ubu, sit! Good dog! 


will tend to pull on a leash.” So if 
you dream of an idyllic stroll on the beach with your 
pooch, but he or she has different doggy ideas, get a 
trainer. It won’t take much time. 

While basic commands can be learned in as little 
as three days, Posnick reminds us that dog training 
is an ongoing process: “One doesn’t train a dog, 


say for a month, then simply go on with life.” Time _ 


and practice are needed, and the higher the level 
of performance an owner expects directly relates 
to the time spent. Once a dog learns a command— 
sit, for example—then the dog must learn to sit 
whenever and wherever commanded. “Teaching a 
behavior is only the beginning of a dog’s learning 
process. Months are required.” And don’t make 
the same mistakes many owners make. By allowing 
your dog to jump up onto you when you come home 
from work, you “train” him or her to do the same to 


your dinner guests. If you always 
respond to a barking dog, they 
learn that barking is a way to get 
what they want. 

Atrick for owners to learn: keep 
at it. One of the most counter- 
productive things owners do 
is to not follow through with 
training. “Dogs don’t ‘flunk out’ 
: of training on their own,” Deszcz 
ws < says. “Their people don’t follow 
2 up and reinforce what they’ve 
12 learned.” She also reminds us 

that there’s a trainer out there 

for everyone—or every dog—you 
just have to find them, and that it’s important to 
find a trainer who you and your dog can connect 
with. Don’t let your disappointment in one trainer 
sour you on the idea of dog training altogether. The 
idea that a dog is un-trainable is one of the primary 
reasons why dogs end up in shelters. “Pet ownership 
takes commitment,” she says, “and so does training.” 

And no, dog training will not make your cuddly 
critter a personality-less robot, a common 
misconception according to Deszcz. “That couldn’t 
be farther from the truth,” she says. “It makes them 
calm, focused and far happier overall, since they 
don’t have to be in charge all the time. Dogs take 
comfort in having a strong leader.”

LEED isn’t just 
plugging in Energy Star Rated appliances and LED 
light bulbs: LEED certified buildings are resource 
efficient, using less water and energy, reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions and keeping our communi- 
ties clean and healthy. As an added bonus, LEED will 
save you money in the long term. And it won’t take 
too much time. The 69 LEED points that make up the 
programs specific considerations can be reviewed 
in a two-hour meeting with your architect.

Interstitial space: This is more of a technical term 
you might not hear unless you’re eavesdropping on 
your architects.

Bid alternate: Building houses is big business, so 
it’s no surprise business terms sometimes creep into 
architecture circles. Clients are generally on a budget 
(which means architects are, too) and sometimes 
there are items that might run the project over that 
budget. A bid alternate is a request to the general 
contractor to provide stand-alone pricing on items 
that the architect hopes can make it into the final- 
built project. You and the architect.can then discuss, 
item by item, how to best keep you on budget while 
still being happy with the final project. g@.

Hamptons Real Estate Numbers: Alternative Fact?

t’s been whispered about for months, but now 

the numbers prove it: the market slumped last 
year. Reports compiled -by the major real estate 
brokerages show that prices have slipped and sales 
have slumped, with particular weakness in the luxury 
market despite a few headline-making sales. 

Data provided by appraiser Jonathan Miller for 
Douglas Elliman demonstrate that the median price 
of a Hamptons property in 2016 fell 5.3% from 
2015, and the number of sales was down by 13.7%. 
Corcoran’s numbers run as follows: the average sales 
price for 2016, $2.15 million, was down 1% from 2015. 
The median price at $995,000 slid 11% from 2015, 
when it was $1.19 million. And Corcoran says the 
number of sales was down a stunning 24%. 

The biggest deal of the year was the sale of three 
parcels on Lily Pond Lane by hedgie Scott Bommer. 
Together the parcels added up to $109 million, 
which is a mere $40 million an acre (or so). Bommer 
had paid $93 million for the land back in 2014. The 
second biggest deal was the purchase (also on Lily 
Pond Lane) of an oceanfront estate by David Geffen 
for $70 million. 

These blockbusters aside, the luxury market (the 
top 10%) was quite soft in 2016.:Elliman’s report put 
the average luxury sale price at $7.06 million in the 
fourth quarter, down 17% from the same quarter in 
2015. The median price slipped 6.4%, at $5.85 million. 

So where do we go from here? According to
